(The following is one of a series of 


‘articles written by a Journal repre- 
sentative who is touring Edmonton 
and district and securing first-hand in- 
formation as to methods, experiences 
and success met in mixed farming. 
This article tells of the success of 
Richard Ballhorn, “master farmer,” 
‘of the Wetaskiwin district.) 


Visualizing every farmer in Alberta 
using horses for his “power” on the 
farm, Richard Ballhorn of Wetaski- 
win, who along with Percy A. Switzer 
of Lacombe, was presented with one 
of the two Master Farmer degrees and 
‘gold medals awarded in 1930, is confi- 
dent that an immediate market for 
8,000,000 more bushels of oats would | 
be created, in this province alone. | 


It is estimated by Mr. Ballhorn that 
18,000 tractors in Alberta have dis- 
placed 108,000 heavy horses or six 
horses for each tractor. 


“Bveryone is in too much of a hurry 
these days,’ Mr. Ballhorn thought. 
“A tractor will do the work quickly, 
‘but what is.all the rush? A man takes 
his auto and speeds into town, does 
it in an hour, but after he gets there 
‘he has too much time on his hands, 
It’s the same with the tractor on the 
farm. The machine is almost a ne- 
cessity when you are breaking land, 
‘but otherwise it is not at all neces- 
‘gary.’ 

Always a mixed farmer, Mr.. Ball- 
horn has planned his buildings so 
that a minimum of effort is ex- 
pended in feeding his hogs, cattle, 
horses, sheep and _ chickens. He 
wastes no time and his stock is in 
prime condition. 


“Have you always been a mixed 
farmer?” a Journal representative 
‘asked Mr. Ballhorn. 

“Yes, ever since I came to this 
country, in 1910,” was the reply. “I 
believe the man who depends on one 
means of revenue alone is only 
courting disaster. Over a period of 
‘years, he is bound to meet with ad- 
‘verse weather conditions, over which

_ “The other fellow, depending on 
this wheat, is faced with either hold- 
ing hig grain for better prices or 
taking a tremendous loss right now. 
Tf he is hard-pressed, what can he 
‘do? Nothing! It’s a mighty dismal 
outlook for many Alberta farmers 
today.” . 

One visit to. Richard Ballhorn’s 
farm, named “Justamere Farm” will 
convince the most sceptical that 
mixed farming pays and pays roy- 
ally. His 800-acre holdings are  lo- 
cated just three miles east of We- 
taskiwin on the Camrose highway. 
He has a 10-room house that is 
ideally situated with a large lawn 
in front and _ beautiful grounds 
which in summer are “dressed” with 
‘individual plots of flowers. Vir- 
ginia creepers, climbing up the front 
‘of the house, add to its charming 
appearance. 

The home was, undoubtedly, plan- 
ned by Mrs. Ballhorn. There is a 
large sun parlor, splendidly fur- 
nished living and dining rooms. 
‘There are plenty of windows and 
the kitchen, with its neat little 
‘breakfast nook, is one of the bright- 
est rooms in the nouse. By piping 
his well water into the house as 
well as into the adjoining ‘out build- 
ings, Mr. Ballhorn has provided

Unlike the Lacombe Master Far- 
mer, P, A. Switzer, Mr. Ballborn has 
a flock of sheep. At the present 
tme he has 375 head. In the spring 
he will sell the entire lot and go,’ 
without any sheep until the fall. 

He has an ideally-built hog house. 
In the space of about ,three minutes 
he can feed 100 pigs and it does not 
matter if it is 30 or 40 helow zero 
outside, his hog house will be warm 
and he can’fatten his stock in the 
cold winter months. .-He “trucks” 
the majority of his pigs to the Ed- 
monton markets and sells a lot of 
100 or so every six months. 

These pigs will weigh between 200 
and 220 pounds each. At eight cents 
a pound, he will usually come home 
with a fat check of around $1,700 
or $1,800. 

He feeds his pigs a mixture of 
lime, sulphur, coal slack,

MINISTER TELL& HOUSE 
SCHOOL POPULATION. GROWING 


School enrolment in Alberta in 1930 
totalled 168,000, an increase of 3,226 
over the previous year, according to 
a statement made in the legislature 
on Thursday during his address in 
the debate on the Speech from the 
Throne. 

The Minister replying to state- 
ments made by various opposition 
| speakers who preceded him in the 
debate, took advantage of the occa- 
sion to bring forward § statistics to 
show that Alberta was not lagging 
as regards educational progress. 
| In 1980 organized school districts: 
i had increased by 79, he said, which 
‘was the highest single year’s increase 
since 1931: The low point in organ- 
ization had been reached in 1925 
when only 2 new districts came into 
being. 

During 1930, there were in opera- 
tion a total of 5,558 classrooms, an 
increase of 213 over the previous 
year. 

A matter over which the province 
should feel well satisfied, he said, 
was that the number of pupils leav- 
ing school at 15 years of age, that is, 
before they had completed their ed- 
ucation or before leaving Grade VIII. 
had shown a steady decrease over 
the last 10 years. The number fin- 
ishing without going beyond Grade 
VIII. was also decreasing. 

In.1920 6.7 per cent of the total 
school enrolment was in high schools. 
By 1929 this had grown to 11.78 per 
cent and in 1930 to 12.66 per cent. In 
the three year period 1927-1929  in- 
clusive, high school enrolment had 
increased by 34 per cent. 


Technical education had received 
much encouragement from the prov- 
ince, as would be seen from the fact 
that. the government was willing to 
pay 43 per cent of teachers salaries 
up to a maximum of $600 in any one 
year.. Also a contribution of 25 per 
cent up to a maximum of $4000 would 
be made for equipment.

Some of his statements ag to the 
big spread in what was received in 
fees and the costs of the present 
system, were denjed by J. T. Ross, 
deputy minister of education, who 
was on the platform. 

Speaking later, Mr. Ross_ said 
that teachers do not want td mark 
the departmental exmination papers 
themselves. 


Resolutions passed, included one 
to have the agreements between 
teachers and trustee boards. con- 
tain a clause that would require 


either the board or teacher to give 


20 days notice of termination of 
contract. The department of educa- 
tion was requested to return to 


the schools tall examination papers 
after correction. 

Strong opposition to the proposal 
that all pupils entering normal 
school should have passed the XII. 
grade at least, was expressed in 
another resolution. Another asked 
that school trustees’ should - be 
British subjects, residents of the 
district and able to read or write 
English or French. 

A resolution which opposed 
employing of married women 
teaching staffs was voted down.

NATION-WIDE AIR SERVICE 
POSSIBLE WITHIN TWO YEARS 


Calgary, Feb. 7.—Journey’s end 
for the first trans-Canada air mail 
came yesterday when the powerful 
Fokker monoplane of the Canadian 
Airways limited, landed at Calgary 
airport, carrying mail which had left 
Saint John, N.B., last Monday. 

Fog, snow, sleet and head winds 
delayed the mails in the long 
journey of 2,500 miles or more, but 
although the: mail aeroplanes were 
twice forced down there was no 
mishap in all the long journey. The 
only section of the route where the 
mail had to revert to the railway 
was from Battle Creek, Michigan to 
Chicago, following the holding back 
of the Thompson aeronautical plane 
by fog. 

MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE 

DEPLORES BANKING METHODS 


Ottawa, Feb. 7. — Hon. Robert 
Weir, minister of agriculture, has 
returned from Toronto where he in- 
dulged in some plain talk designed to 
reach the ear of Canadian tankers. 
He dealt with restrictions of credit to 
western farmers and, doing so, didn’t 
mince matters. 

Mr. Weir, after describing the sit- 
uation generally, appealed for a more 
liberal policy. He said in part: 

“The most jarring thing 
whole picture is that these men 
want credit and can’t get it. I am 
not one of those that would have 
any financial institution lend TONES 
where there was not adequate se-| 
curity , but when such institutions 
value a man’s barley at from eight

MAY MAKE INDUSTRIAL | 
ALCOHOL FROM WASTE GAS: 
| 


Ottawa, Feb. 7.—Solution in part 
of the problem of finding uses for the 
colossal waste of natural gas in the 
Turner Valley oil field of Alberta is | 
a possibility as a result of a process 
for the manufacture of industrial al- 
cohol that has been developed in the 
laboratories here of the national re- 
search council. 

If applied only to the so-called stab- 
flizer gases—the gases which are col- 
lected at the well heads along with 
the crude gasoline but later are al- 
lowed to escape into the atmosphere 
—the process, it is estimated by Dr. 
G. S. Whitby, director of the division 
of chemistry, could yield industrial 
alcohol to the extent of 10,000,000 
gallons a year. 

If applied to. the total waste of 
gases in the field, the figure would 


be 140,000,000 gallons. Immediate 
prospects of alcohol production at 
an economical cost are considered 
better for the former than the 
latter, it is said. That quantity of

ince. ‘‘We must remember there are 
generally two sides to a question, 
and we do not intend to blindly fol- 
low the lead of the Government, but 
to use our best judgment on all mat- 
ters coming before us.” That, the 
Wetaskiwin member asserted, was 
his conception of the duties of a 
member. A strong opposition was 
the balance wheel of the legislature. 

A warm tribute was paid to Con- 
stable Baynes, A.P.P., for the fine 
work he had done in connection with 
the unemployment situation in the 
large territory to the west of Wetas- 
kiwin and stated that while in the 
early days of the relief work program 
there had “been delays of from six to 
eight weeks due to red tape” this 
situation had been righted and for 
which he tendered appreciation to 
the Premier. ;

He referred to the tremendous ser- 
vice being rendered to thea people 
of the Province in these times of de 
pression by the retail merchants of 
the country and asserted that they 
had aided in relief matters to a great- 
er extent than any other agency, even! 
the government itself. “Remember 
what they have done in this regard 
and are still doing and treat any re- 
quest they may make for legislation 
to improve their conditions, with ev- 
ery consideration,” he advised. 


The system of voting came in for 
some severe strictures. The present 
system was condemned as unsatisfac- 
tory as was shown when out of 195,- 
000 votes cast at the last provincial 
general election there were 
spoiled, or five per cent of the total. 
In some ridings the spoiled ballots 
reached as high as nine per cent. In 
the Wetaskiwin constituency there 
were 92 spoiled ballots, of which 72 
were directly traceable to errors in 
the compulsory use of the numeral 
“1,” and 54 out of the 72 were mark- 
ed with an X.

The member for Wetaskiwin would 
legalize use of an “X” or cross in 
place of the figure “1.” Surely, he 
thought, the intention was clearly 
enough shown when an elector mark: 
ed his ballot with an “X” and used no 
other sign or figure. If he wished to 
make second and successive choices, 
then figures could be used. 

He strongly criticized the lack of 
uniformity in the election of mem- 
bers in the Cities of Edmonton and 
Calgary under Proportional repre- 
sentation as compared with the rest 
of the Province where the transfer- 
able ballot is used. He declared that 
the transferable ballot plan should 
be adopted in the cities by discontin- 
uing the present method of electing 
six members at large and dividing 
each city into six single member con- 
stituencies as now proposed in Great 
Britain, or to adopt Proportional Rep- 
resentation in the country by group- 
ing six rural seats and electing there- 
from six members at large. At this 
method would undoubtedly tend to 
reduce the government majority he 
felt sure it would not be adopted, 
therefore single member constituen- 
cies should be general throughout the 
Province, including Calgary and Ed- 
monton. Too much confusion existed 
as between dominion, provincial and 
‘municipal voting plans. The whole 
matter, he maintained, was worthy of 
consideration by a special committee 
of the legislature, which might well 
bring in a report at the present ses- 
sion. 

Revision of the Succession Duties 
Act was advocated ty Mr. Mont- 


- }gomery, who pointed out that recent- 


‘ly Hon. Mr. Lymburn, Attorney-Gener- 
al, speaking at a Board of Trade 
meeting in Wetaskiwin, made the 
statement that Alberta had the fair- 
est schedule of Succession Duties in 
Canada. He quoted figures to show 
that Mr. Lymburn was “away off,” as 
not only in matters of exemptions but 
in percentage of rates Alberta com- 


pared most unfavorably with British 
Columbia, Saskatchewan and _  On- 
tario. 


The Wetaskiwin member called at- 
tention to the seriousness of the tele- 
phone situation. In some of the rural 
districts one-third of the phones had 
been discontinued during the last 
three months, as many subscribers 
felt they could not afford to pay the 
present rates under existing condi- 
tions, and the demand for. reduced 
rates was very persistent. He tang- 
led with the Premier when he read a 
newspaper report to the effect that 
Mr. Brownlee stated in reply to a 
U.F.A. delegation that, as the loss on 
rural subscribers for the year ending 
March 31, 1930, would be $265,000, a 
reduction in rates was out of the 
question. The Premier denied that 
he had made the statement. The 
speaker pointed out that the Wetas- 
kwin Exchange could accommodate 
640 rural subscribers, but that only 
about 360 farmers were now connect- 
ed up. Hq suggested that if the 
Government would not give a gener- 
al reduction in rates that a sliding 
Cen be put into effect, which would 
result in cheaper rates for an _ in- 
crease in subscribers on any single 
line. For instance, the average num- 
ber of subscribers now on a circuit 
was 9 and the revenue $24.75 per 
month. If the subscribers were  in- 
‘creased to 16 at $1.50 per month, the 
revenue would be about the same 
amount. Every subscriber would 
then be eager to take advantage of 
|lower rates and would become an 
active agent of the system by induc- 
ing his neighbors to connect up. The 
' telephone would come into more gen- 
eral use and be of greater value to 
all subscribers. Where settlement 
was sparse and subscribers few and 
far between, pay boxes should be 
put in, so that outside users would

; contribute, and in this way lighten! 


the burden for the individual sub- 
scriber. By this method his rates 
would also be reduced wtihout loss 
‘to the system. 

Dealing with Education matters, 
the Wetaskiwin member quoted from 
the Speech from the Throne where 
mention was made that the School 
Act would be revised this Session.

He paid a tribute to the late Col. 


Weaver, who rendered splendid ser- 


vice to the children of returned 
soldiers by having the Legislature of 
last year vote $10,000 for higher edu- 
cation, which enabled many boys and 
girls to attend schools and colleges 
who otherwise would be denied that 
privilege. He read a resolution from 
Wetaskiwin Post No. 86 Canadian 
Legion, requestion the Legislature at 
this session to appropriate further 
funds to extend this service so that 
no returned soldiers’ children who 
may be eligible would be deprived of 
the advantage offered under the Act. 
Reduced Taxaton 

He noted with regret the fact that 
there had been no reduction in tax- 
ation mentioned in the Throne 
speech. “The people of this Province 
arg looking for and expecting the 
abolition of the Supplementary Rev- 
enue Tax,” he said. Taxes are heavy 
and the burden must be lightened. 
The repeal of this Act would be the 
fairest measure of tax relief, as every 
property owner in the Province 
would be benefitted. ‘ 


The Wild Lands Tax, he claimed, 
was working a hardship. It was just 
one more reason to let unproductive 
and: unsaleable land revert to the 
Muncipality for nonpayment of taxes. 
Much of this land had been forced on 
unwilling owners through foreclosure 
or other proceedings, and this tax in 
many instances proved to be the last 
straw. Much better to lighten the 
burden and induce owners to con- 
tinue payment of school and municip- 
al taxes and thus help the commun- 
ity. He wished it*understood he was 
speaking for the small individual 
owner, and not for large companies 
who might be holding lands for spec- 
ulative purposes. 


“The revenue from our Natural Re- 
sources will be more than the Sup- 
plementary Revenue and Wild Land 
taxes jointly bring in,’ he added, “so 
to abolish these taxes should -not be 
difficult. He considered that this 
revenue could be used for no better 
purpose than to reduce taxation. 

A Public Welfare Tax was advo- 
cated by the speaker. This would 
not mean additional taxation, but 
would equalize the tax burden now 
imposed on Municipalities for the 
carrying out of social services, such 
as expenditures in connection with 
their share of Mothers’ Allowances, 
Old Age Pensions, Indigent Tubercu- 
lar Patients, Delinquent Children, ex- 
tra grants Hospitals and other ser- 
vices of a like nature which are 
clearly a Provincial responsibility 
and all disputes between Municipali- 
ties as to liability would be elimin- 
ated. 

Dealing with the question , of auto- 
mobile licenses, Mr. Montgomery ad- 
vocated a change in the present meth- 
od. Instead of waiting until Oct. 1st 
when a lower rate comes into effect, 
he would form a pro rata adjustment 
on a monthly basis after March Ist. 
This would result, he felt certain, in 
a larger number of cars being oper- 
ated with little loss, if any, in rev- 
enue. 

Advice was proffered to Premier 
Brownlee that he should insist on 
Premier Bennett being kept to his 
pre-election promise to the effect 
that if the Conservative party were 
elected to the polls on July 28 last it 
would assume the responsibility for 
paying the entire amount of Old Age 


Pensions. “Don’t be satisfied with 
the payment of 95 per cent,” he 
counselled, “make certain that the 


full amount is paid.” 

He then quoted a report of a 
speech made sat Chatham, N.B., dur- 
ing the campaign in which Premier 
Bennett was quoted as stating the 
Dominion would take over the entire 
responsibility if he were returned to 


power. 

Premier Brownlee asked if he 
might have the clipping. 

He criticized the Government for 


not adcntirg a more aggressive pol- 
icy for tho construction of gravelled 
roads to serve the farmers of the 
Province. Ii was sound polity to in- 
crease canital expenditure in times 
of depression and decrease it in good 
times, and although the people were 
oppose’? to mainy forms of expendi- 
ture they would welcome a real good 
program. He would have the gov- 
ernment undertake the construction 
of 5000 miles of gravelled roads dur- 
ing the next three or four years at a 
cost of about $25,000,000, This would 
give every rural constituency an av- 
erage of 100 miles and would result 
in a network of gravelled roads con- 
necting up important points in. the 
Province. It would enable farmers 
living at a distance from railways to 
have a market road for all weather 
conditicns and would save large 
sums in transportation costs. It was 
time gravelled roads were built to 
serve the farming districts instead of 
parallelling the railways as at pres- 
ent. People everywhere are demand- 
ing roads of this class and are willing 
to pay for them. Make all gravelled 
roads self-supporting, both as to sink- 
ing fund and maintenance, by using 
for that purpose all the revenue from 
car licenses and gasoline tax, even in- 
creasing the gasoline tax to double 
the present amount if found neces- 
sary to do so. This revenue would rap- 
idly increase wtih more road mileage 
and Municipalities traversed by these 
roads could afford to forego their 
yearly capital grant and in some 
cases the’ income grant as well.
